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One Man’s Approach to 
The Anti-Gunners 


Editors Note: The following suggestion 
by Mr. William J. Brown of R. D. 1, King 
George, Va. 22485 is unique in that it 
spreads the awareness of the problem 
into many hands. It also puts pressure 
on those who may not care about our 
problems. How effective it is remains to 
be seen. Certainly it is deserving of con- 
sideration. 


Each month | get several appeals for 
contributions from local and national 
charities plus more and more appeals 
from pro-gun groups. Both are worth- 
while causes and | would like to help 
both, but | have only so much money to 
give away, so | have come to a final deci- 
sion. 

The war is on. Now all my contribu- 
tions go toward protecting my right to 
keep and bear arms. 

| have written a form letter and made 
several Xerox copies of it. When | get an 
appeal from a charity, | send a copy of 
the letter without a contribution. It says, 
in effect, that | would like to contribute 
to their charity, but | just do not have the 
money. | am donating all | can afford to 
defend my constitutional right to own 
firearms, which, as they may know, 
several powerful, well-financed groups 
are trying to take away. Further, | say 
that when these groups stop trying to 
take away my constitutional rights, | will 
be glad to again contribute to worth- 
while charities. | am careful to point out 
that | am not trying to punish the charity 
for what other people are doing, it’s just 
that | have only so much money to give 
away, and protecting my rights has the 
highest priority. 

The benefits of this action are twofold. 
First, it allows me to give that much more 
to the pro-gun fight and second, if 
enough people did it, it might generate 
unfavorable publicity for the anti-gun 
gang. 

Let’s face it, the charities are primarily 
interested in collecting money to do 
their thing, not in making moral judge- 
ments against individuals. If the actions 
of the anti-gun gang resulted in a signifi- 
cant decline in income to the charities, 
there is a good chance the charities may 
come out with a pro-gun stance in order 
to (1) try to influence gun owners of their 
Support and (2) try to get the gun war 
over with in order to start getting con- 
tributions again. 
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My next step was to cancel my payroll 
deduction for charitable contributions 
with a copy of the above form letter sent 
to each of the charities that my money 
was going to. This may sound like a 
drastic step, but if it is going to be a 
bleak year for me because | have to fight 
to protect my rights, then let it be bleak 
for others, too. If we can spread the 
bleakness around enough, we might just 
win this war. My third step in this fight 
was to cancel my payroll savings bond 
deduction and cash in all my bonds. 
Again, if enough of us do that, perhaps 
the big boys in Washington will get the 
message. We have tried to be good guys 
long enough. Now it is time to fight hard 
and fight dirty. If enough others will join 
me, we can put the anti-gun gang out of 
business for good (and do it without 
bankrupting ourselves.)

1977 IBS Winter Meeting 
Agenda Items 


1. Accept or reject rulebook as rewrit- 
ten. It has been used for a trial 
period of one year. 

2. Establish rule to forbid selling 
alcoholic beverages on club pre- 
mises until after the days shooting is 
completed and include such rule on 
the match contract. 

3. Authorize the match schedule chair- 
man to schedule matches for 1977 
and the first 1/3 of 1978. 

4. (Refer to item No. 7 1976 minutes.) 
Minimum flag size is to be spelled 
out as an agenda item. Cloth strips 
measuring 1-1/2” x 24” minimum are 
considered adequate. Ex. Board 
opinion is that if certain competitors 
feel the present flag situation is not 
satisfactory they should consider 
bringing their own flags. This ap- 
pears to be a very popular practice 
in N.B.R.S.A. 

5. Consider |.B.S. official recognition 
of 100 and 200 yd. Hunter Cham- 
pionship from 1976 on. (Carried over 
from last year.) . 

6. Remove the words ‘‘Suspend Fire” 
and use only the words ‘Cease 
Fire’ to stop firing for any reason. 
Section No. 4 safety (Par. E). 

7. Change range officer command rule 
to re-standardize count down on 
cease fire as follows: 2 minutes, 1 
minute, 30 sec., 15 sec., 10 sec., 5 
sec., ceasefire. 

8. Instruct the current President and 
Officers of I.B.S. to make contact 
with N.B.R.S.A. leadership and at- 
tempt to establish an agreement for 
one, and only one set of group and 
Agg. records. 

9. Combine Benchrest and Experimen- 
tal classes and drop Experimental 
from the rulebook. Call both rifles 
“Bench Rest Rifle.’’ Establish 
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records by adopting the better of the 
two as they now stand. NOTE: The 
Benchrest Committee polled all 
competitors at the B.R. & EXP. Inter- 
national Championships on combin- 
ing classes. The approximate results 
are, 75% in favor of combining, 20% 
opposed, 5% undecided. 

10. Consider and take appropriate ac- 
tion concerning a better type of 
target paper for precise group 
measurement. 

11. Consider and take whatever action 
is decided concerning the use 
and/or sanction of trauma medical 
equipment at each |.B.S. sanctioned 
match. 

12. Revise current rule for early or late 
shots to provide a penalty rather 
than disqualification. 

13. Revise our rulebook to require the 
removal of all bolts from rifles ex- 
cept between the appropriate com- 
mands given by the range officer 
and allow rifles to be placed on rests 
between relays. 

14. Eliminate disqualification rules and 
replace them with M.O.A. penalty 
rules. 

15. (Submitted by Hunter committee.) 
Establish the following new records 
for the Hunter Rifle Class: 200 yd. 
Agg. record, 100 & 200 yd. Grand. 
Agg. record. 

16. (Submitted by Hunter committee.) 
Under Hunter Rifle Rules No. 5 
“Classification” Change item (B) to 
read as follows. Any competitor fir- 
ing in competition shall be in the 
class that he fires in that match. 
Eliminate No. 3 (B), No. 5 (C), (D), 
(E), and (F). 

17. Alter method of Postal Match team 
selection to the following: Team 
members to be selected at State 


Championships in an attempt to get 
a better cross section of shooters 
which, in turn, would promote more 
|.B.S. registered State Shoots and 
increase the incentive of the 
shooters to attend such shoots. 

18. For a one year trial period, recogn- 
ize and sanction Varmint class 
matches shot for score on Hunter 
class targets. 

19. Endorse the efforts of the Trans- 
Continental Hunter League and 
restore Hunter, caliber and case re- 
quirements to those prior to the 
“open caliber’ trial period of 1976. 

20. After the nominating procedure for 
officers so that individual members 
have more voice in the nominations. 

21. Appoint a committee that would in- 
vestigate ways of increasing mem- 
bership attendance at the Winter 
Meeting and/or explore the pros and 
cons of changing the date of the An- 
nual Meeting so that more member- 
ship involvement could be attained. 

22. Have Host Clubs publish, in Preci- 
sion Shooting, the cost of Interna- 
tional Championship matches and 
directions for locating the ranges. 

23. Hold referee schools at the Varmint 
Championships so that more mem- 
bers can become familiar with 
referee duties and responsibilities.

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PRODUCT REPORT 
CORE CUTTER FROM CORBIN 


A core cutter distributed by D R. Cor- 
bin Manufacturing and made by Lester 
Coats, both of North Bend, Oregon has 
been given a good workout. It is made 
with six holes for different size lead wire, 
giving the user one core cutter for any 
type of bullet making and a full range of 
calibers. It has adjustment capability for 
just about any weight bullet. There is 
also the capability to remove any wear 
that might take place in the future. 

A core cutter that is properly designed 
should cut wire to very small tolerances 
in length, not smear the ends of the core, 
nor bend the core. This core cutter will 
do that very nicely. 

We cut cores for 53 grain .224 bullets 
and checked our results. When we oper- 
ated the core cutter with care and atten- 
tion, we were able to maintain core 
length plus or minus .0005”. This is out- 
standing performance. Few core cutters 
can do nearly as well. With high quality 
wire we held plus or minus 1/10th grain. 

The heavy tool steel matching cutters 
have holes which are .173”, .275”, .251”, 
.265”, .330" and .390” which will cut 
cores for bullet making from .17 cal. to 
45 half jacket pistol bullets. Finish is 
black wrinkle finish with a polished 
operating handle and knob. This is a 
handmade item, which is Mr. Coats only 
product. 

The only criticism we had of this tool 
was the stop which controls the length 
of the core. This was flat, which tends to 
smear the lead wire during the start of 
the cut. We ground a radius and 
polished the end of the adjustment 
screw and smearing stopped com- 
pletely. 

This is an item not currently listed in 
the Corbin catalog, but is available from 
Corbin Manufacturing at $15.00.

Benchrest Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about 
the sport of Bench Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 

The act of Bench Shooting con- 
sists of sitting at a bench with a rifle 
resting on sand bags. Ths object of 
this position is to eliminate, as much 
as possible, the errors encounted in 
the process of holding and firing a 
rifle. Bench Shooting is a sport, 
competitive or individual. The per- 
sonal satisfaction gained in the 
ability to place one bullet on top of 
another, thus making a one hole 
group at 100 Yards and often at 200 
Yards, has captivated an enthus- 
iastic interest of many shooters for 
this kind of sport. It is particularly 
suited to both men and women who 
are not interested in indulging in the 
more vigorous or active sports. 
Therefore many Bench Shooters are 
of the older set. This does not mean, 
however, that it does not present a 
challange to the younger shooter; it 
will engage and tax his capabilities 
as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated in the 
years 1949 and 1950. At that time a 
competitive program was introduced 
and has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected 
the most appealing Bench Class, it 
is very important that he attends 
some of the Matches. Here he will 
learn much by asking questions, ob- 
serving the equipment and methods 
used for loading and shooting. Any 
Bench Shooter is more than anxious 
to help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to par- 
ticipate is available for the most 
part, from PRECISION SHOOTING 
advertisers. It includes rifles, 
telescopes, rests, and sand bags, 
loading toois, bullets, cleaning 
materials, powder, primers, etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before 
making purchases.
